EossLANn, Oct. 2.— There is every 
reason to believe that the Le Roi mice 
will be Bold to an Euglisii syndicate 
The price will be ii!3.500,000. The syndi. 
cate is represented by Edgar Eathburn 
and Hamilton Merrit. The former ia an 
expert of great experience in many 
mining countries. Col. Peyton and 
Senator Turner will go to London within 
the next few days to cloee the deal. 
They are taking eamplea of ore, maps, 
etc. The people of Eossland are over- 
joyed at the prospect of Engliehmen 
owning tlie T,e Roi, as there is a good 
prospect of the Northport smelter being 
abandoned by them and tho ore being 
Binelted in Canada. During the week 
tha Le Roi declared its regular dividend 
of $25,000. The total profits of this 
mine to date are !f025,000. 

Since tlie C.P.R. is arranging to come 
into Kossland at an early date there is a 
well founded rumor that the corporation 
will be instrumental in causing the con- 
struction of a smelter on the Columbia 
river. 

The big mines continue development 
work on a large scale. The tonnage of 
ore raised to the surface is stead- 
ily increasing and large bodies are 
being blockeaout for stopiog. The out- 
put of the camp could easily be made a 
thousand tons a day at the present time. 
A rich strike has been made on tho 
Evening Star, a large body of $03 ore 
having been encountered in the main 
uihnel. A deal ia on tho tapis for tho 
purchase of the Josie, but nothing defin- 
ite can lie learned. 

Tlie Kootenay Power and Lightinc 
Company will soon be supplying electric 
power to the Eoasland mines at ball the 
present coat. 

The city council has not met for two 
weeks owing to the absence of a quorum. 
There will be a meeting next Tuesday 
night to discuss a number of important 
matters, including the loan by-law.

Style of Howl. 

Lo.N-Do.N', Oct. 2.— The British public 
seem convinced that the Americans are 
trying to lead Great Britain into a trap 
by including Russia and Japan iamong 
the participators in the Behring Sea con- 
ference, and newspapers and government 
officials are fostering thla idea. Not only 
was the letter from United Statea Am- 
baaaador Col. John Hay, on July 29, ex- 
cluded from the blue book on the Behr- 
ing Sea question, but, with two ex- 
ceptiona, the newspapers did not publish 
Colonel Hay's letter when it was fur- 
niahed them by Eeuter'a Telegraph 
Company, and not one of them com- 
mented upon it. 

Vanity Fair aaya : " It looks as if we 
must do something to suppress the 
Yankee. Unless the constant annoyance 
from Washington ceases, gunpowder 
may have to be used. We hope the mat 
ter may be settled, as wo do not want to 
see the United States put back many 
years, nor are we anxioas to make his- 
tory of them." Vanity Fair further con- 
soles itself with the belief that " the 
eagle's voice ia atronger than its beak 
and bigger than its courage." 

LOOEINtt FOR TBOUBLE. 

Ottier Tribesmen Gathering to Resist the 
British Advance in India. 

Bombay, Oct. 2.— Advices received 
here from Guliscan say that the Orakzas 
are again gathering in force in Khanki 
valley, preparing to resist the advance of 
the British troops, while a band of Ma- 
mon/.ais have arrived five miles west of 
Kyhangarboor. Additional Afridis are 
moving on Khyber Pass, and the tele- 
graph wires to Hangn have once more 
been cut. The Gbamkanis are also ris- 
ng. They attacked the cavaly patrol 
near Sadda, but decamped as soon as re- 
forceinenta arrived, 

Tho Ameer of Afghanistan haa isatied 
a proclamation forbidding his aubjecta 
from leaving Afghanistan to join the lioly 
war, undur penalty of a payment of five 
thousand rupees.

PEARY'S PROGRAMME. 

How He Will Arrange His Next Trip-The 
Stories of Cannibalism. 

New YoitK, Oct, 2. — In an interview 
to-day Lieut. Peary said : " I want to say 
that I never asserted that I would find 
the north pole or die in the attempt. 
But I shall make a determined effort to 
find it and I shall have unlimited funds 
at my command and five years' time. 
I aball sail to the moat northern limit 
possible and then make a landing and 
on sledges carry all the necessary out- 
fit for permanent camp to the most 
northern land limit. It is known that 
land exists as far north as latitude 83 
legreea. How much farther it extenda 
I shall have to determine, and when I 
reach that point I shall make permanent 
camps and make them my base of sup- 
plies. 1 believe the polo can bo reached 
inside of two yeara. I believe, too, that 
I sliall be able to sail as far north as 
Sherrad Oaborn, 100 miles north of Mel- 
ville bay. 

" I found no evidence of cannibalism 
at Camp Clay, on Capo S,\bine. I luive 
aaid this repeatedly. I did not look for 
proofs or indications or evidence of any- 
thing whicli would again open this ter- 
rible episode of Arctic adventure. I did 
not )^o to Capo Sabine to obtain proof 
that the men with Greeley hati their 
natural feelings overcome by tho agonies 
of starvation. 

" It seems to me, however, that this 
talk of cannibalism is unnecessarily re- 
vived. I think it has been conceded 
that the tragedy of Cape Sabine forced 
the men into couditiouB which could not 
have exieted under other circumstanceB. 
It seems to me lliat tlie violation of the 
laws of nature would have been to allow 
the living lo ))erish when tlieir existence 
might have been suataincd by tlie 
"food"' wliicii was put before them. 

"It would be dillerent if lota were 
drawn and the unfortunate being made 
tlie victim of the lust of ajipetite of hid 
living murderers. 

" Nothing ol that sort has been even 
imagined of the tragedy of Cape Sabine. 
The living, in order to sustain life, may 
have been tempted — in fact, I believe it 
was decided that they had preserved 
their lives in this manner. But as for 
my taking any part in any ghoulish 
eearch, that I did not, nor will I do so."

Ottawa, Oct. 2.— The existing imper- 
ial feeling baa compelled the government 
to adopt the policy announced by the- 
late ministry, that subsidies shall not be 
granted for carrying mails from Great 
Britain to any company making its ter- 
minus on this side of the Atlantic at a 
foreign port. The tenders for the one 
year's service about to be contracted for 
must be in by October 15, Peteraon, 
Tate it Co. have been told to liurry up 
with their fast line arrangements.

HYDRAULICING IN KLONDYKE, 

Machinery Being Sent in for Operations 
Next Season— The Food Supplies, 

CuioAGO, Oct, 8, — Joseph Ladue,. 
founder of Dawson City and owner of a 
large part of that town, is in Chicago on 

his way to San Francisco. The stories 
of sull'ering to come this winter in Al- 
aska, and the assertion that many peo- 
ple will starve in Dawson, are denied by 
IVlr. Ladue. He aaya the reports are 
greatly exaggerated, and that supplies 
are not short, nor will they lie before 

ring. " I do not believe anyone will 
lierinh," said lie, " for at the mouth of 
the "I'ultoii there are all t)io supplies 
necessary. Dawson is 1,700 miles from 
there, but distance does not count eo 
much in Alasua. It t.tkea 20 days to 
make it with small boats. If it were not 
for the fact that getting supplies will 
occupv BO large a part of the peojile in 
AUibka. I believe .$10,000,000 in gold 
would be taken before next spring. As 
it is, I believe that leaa than .flS.OOO.OOO 
worth of the precious metal will be 
taken out. 

Mr, Ladue made arrangement to ship 
to the Alaska gold fields machinery for 
hydraulic mining which will be ueeil 
next eeaaon. This, he aaya, will reduce 
the cost of mining. 



GERMANS WANT SAMOA. 

Claim That They Ha\e the Best Right to 

the Island. 

r,i;iti,iN, Oct. 1.— The ofiiciala of the 
United States einbaeay and the United 
Statea consulate here say there is no 
truth in tho atory contained in the 
despatch from Berlin to the Daily 
Chronicle, London, saying that Presi- 
dent McKinley bad instructed the new 
United Statea consul-general in Berlin 
(in tho absence of the United Statea am- 
baaaador, Mr. Andrew D. White) to give 
his opinion as to the alteration of tho 
Samoan treaty, and that it was believed 
that the United States intended to invite 
a new conference on the subject. 

The Yoseiche-Zeitung ezpressea^ the 
opinion that ' Samoa ' ought:; to;' beoome 
German, as twd-thlrds of the land ia 
owned by Germans. The Zeitung alao 
Bays: "The existing treaty must be 
abolished and order roBtored." Other 
newspapers express similar views on the 
subject.

A Liberal Leader Acfiiises Him of 
Backing: Down Wlieu Nations 
Show Fight. 



Disgrace Abroad aud Disaster at 
Home Alleged to Attach to 
His Policy. 



LoxDON. Oct. 2. — The question ironi- 
cally aaked by the ConBervntive press 
relative to the whereabouts of the Lib- 
eral leaders has been answered in Hani- 
ersley during the past week by Mr. John 
Morley, the former eecretary for Irelnud, 
Mr. Aeqaith, former home secretary, 
and George E. Busaell, former under 
secretary for India. 

" Disgrace abroad " and " disaster at 
home," where the tenor of all the ad- 
dresses, as was to be expected, but it 
must be admitted that the arraipnment 
is approved by the consciences of many 
Conservatives when they recall the re- 
cord of the last few years. Mr. Kussell 
in dealing with the subject recalled 
Prince Bismark's verdict upon ILnrd 
Salisbury as " a lath painted to look like 
iron," and Lord Randolph Churchill's 
later estimate of the premier as beioK 
"the greatest funk in Europe." Mr. 
RasaelT added his own opinion of Lord 
Salisbury, namely, "frailty, thy name is 
Cecil." The recent by-election in East 
Denbighshire, resulting in a greatly in- 
creased fJberal majority, seemed to boa 
warning that the people are wearying of 
the blundering which baa marked Lord 
Balisbary'a policy, 

Mr. Kussell recalled recent instances 
in which, he said, Lord Salisbury al- 
ways started with a fine display of vigor, 
which oozed away as soon as other 
nations showed light. He said Lord 
Salisbury backed down before Secretary 
Olnoy, and is backing down before Sher- 
man; while during the course of the 
war between Greece and Turkev the 
Czar handled Lord Salisbury so etfectu- 
ally that he was made to eat his own 
pronouncement, Mr. Eussell concluded 
with remarking : 

" His lordship has jUst conceded the 
French full sovereignty over Tunis, and 
signs are not wanting that they will soon 
begin to elbow us out oi Egypt. Even 
the Muasuluiaa eavagea of India have 
taken heart, knowing that they are deal- 
ing with a mere man of the world. In 
short, there are not limits to the endur- 
ance of poltroonery." 

GEORGE AND THE "BAZZERS." 

A Colored Gentleman Discovered Dressed in 
Fine Feathers Not His Own. 

George Wood, a colored man, is lan- 
guishing in the provincial police cells 
waiting to tell the story of how he hap- 
pened to have possession of a number of 
articles stolen from Henry Jones' house 
on the Goldstream. On Friday con- 
stable Poole of Sooke reported that Hen- 
ry Jones' house had been entered that 
day and a variety of articles had been 
carried ofl by the tlie thief. These ar- 
ticles included a pair of trousers, a veet, 
ehirt, braces and underclothes, a couple 
of razors, a pair of dancing pumps and a 
piccolo; in fact, from razzers to dancing 
pum^s, a first-class outfit to lit any 
coon in town out in great shape for " a 
hot time in theole town to-night."

To THE Editok:— Not professing to 
represent influential capitaliatB or mining 
or financial papers, and my movementa 
Ijeing of no possible interest to your 
readers, I was surprised on seeing your 
paragrajili refeniug to my conversation 
as to Western Australian goldflelds 
which haa brought out Mr. Partridge's 
letter. I need hardly say the paragraph 
was not written by me, and had I in- 
tended to publish anything I should 
have written full details with necessary 
.qualifications, leaving no opening for 
adverse comment. I have no wish to 
.advertise myself by rushing into print, 
but as matters stand I shall be obliged 
by your permitting me to explain what 
I said on the subject in oueBtion. It is 
well known from ofBci.il sources that 
the Australian gold returns are say over 
ten times what they were a few years 
ago, and that the aspect of affairs will 
he wholly altered if permanent gold 
fields are established by mines proving 
payable at greater depths than already 
reached instead of the reefs pinching out 
as has unfortunately happened in eo 
many eases. It must bo observed that 
these gold returns are obtainable from 
an enormoua extent of country at an 
enormous expenditure, possibly twenty 
times as great as the value of the gold 
obtained ; that large sums have been 
thrown away on preliminary expenses 
and machinery which sliould have been 
used in developing the mines inatead of 
calling upon the shareholders for further 
capital for deep sinking to find gold; 
that although there ate rich finds at cer- 
tain places there are numerous leases 
taken up and floated into companies 
which have expended large sums without 
any returns; also that there are im- 
mense difficulties through want of water. 
Still it is doubtless open for laige capi- 
talists to make large eiims in bona lide 
mining with a view to obtaining gold. 
I liave not been referring to what may 
be called stock exchange mining where 
com])anie8 with large capital are lloated 
with the aid of mining experts, mining 
papers aud stockbrokers with a view to 
speculating in shares whether any gold 
is obtained or not. In this line of busi- 
ness speculators and others concerned 
liave doubtless made and will atill make 
large sums of money. I merely aay 
there are numerous oona fide miners 
in Western Australia who under present 
circumstances consider they can employ 
their labor and money better elsewhere, 
and it is desirable to bring under the no- 
tice of Australian miners full particulars 
as to the mineral resources of British 
Columbia. When speaking of the ups 
and downs of mining towns I mentioned 
that tlie celebrated town of Coolgardie, 
where thousands have been expended, 
waa on the wane, and being eclipsed by 
the rival town of Kalgoorlie, which is 
now reached by the railway from Perth, 
and from which lines to Menzies and 
elsewhere may shortly be made. I did 
not suggest that the surrounding gold 
fields were played out. I may mention 
that the towns of Coolgardie and Kal- 
goorlie have separate gold fields and 
wardens and wardens' courts, and that 
the groups of mines called Hannen's 
Boulders and Brookman, referred to by 
Mr, Partridge, are amongst the few 
notoriously exceptionally rich mines of 
Western Australia, the shares of which 
(if procurable) would fetch fancy prices 
in London or Australia, but tliey happen 
to be at Ivalgoorlie and not at Coolgardie ; 
and if Mr. Partridge will look at the gov- 
ernment" map showing the leases within 
Coolgardie gold fields I am afraid he will 
find the bulk of them owned by corjjora- 
tions not paying dividends. Enormous 
loans are being raised for Western Aus- 
tralia, and it is impossible to tell how 
things will turn out. I should he very 
foolish if I abused a place from wliich I 
have recently come and to which I may 
shortly return. Anyway I believe there 
are men of position and capital who are 
acquainted witli Australia and South 
Africa and are now becoming acquainted 
with Canaila, and who are cjuite compe- 
tent to iorni tlieir own opinions as to 
mining investments. In conclusion, I 
liope Uie saiiK! amount of outside capital 
will bp fxpLiuied in llritisli Columbia 
as has been expended in .Australia, but 
with greater regard to economic mining.

MIGHT llAYE BEKN. 

To THE Ewroi:: — Tliia is the title of a 
book just added to our public library. A 
hook with such a title naturally evokes 
a curiosity to know its contents, wJiich 
curiosity is increased on learning it is 
from the pen of the Kev. Joaejih Porter, 
D.D.. of City Temple, London, faine arid 
popularity. The reverend doctor in this 
work introduces UB to a host of celebri- 
ties, aud gives interesting reports of the 
conversations he had with Delane of tlie 
Times, Irving of the stage, Dean Stanley, 
Bishop of London, Henry Ward Beecher, 
Disraeli and Gladstone. 

The reverend doctor makes known 
that on one occasion iJelaiie, the mighty 
spirit of tlie Times, called upon him, re- 
marking that " he saw in me a journaliat 
genius, and naked me to write for hia 
pai)er. On reporting it to ray wife, ahe 
said, ' Isn't the Times a ehifly, crafty, 
temporizing paper?' 'So,' I said, 'the 
Times is a 8hre\vd and honest interpreter 
of what is going on; it reprcsciils tbe 
current of varying ojiiiiion, if it is one 
thing to-day and anotlier to-morrow. 
There is an lioneat transition, as well as 
an honest constancy.'" 'Iho doctor 
speaks of writing to Delane, saying, " I 
have got two words that would work up 
well in a trenchant leader— 'nelarioub ' 
and 'perfidious' — and thought I had 
struck oil. I named these two words to 
my wife, in iiigh glee. Slie simply curled 
tlie corners of fier mouth, and told me 
to leave out money enough for the 
week's washing. 'I felt,' she says, ' de- 
graded.' " 

The reverend doctor reports his inter- 
view with iHadstone. "That great 
man," lie says, " dumbfoundered me 
with a display of hia classic lore, asking 
me in a tone of rare academic dignity if 
I 'remembered how India ranked in the 
inscriptions at PersopoliB and Nakeh- 
erustiuiu.' I said no doubt 1 did once 
kuow, but had forgotten it. In the mid- 
dle of a splendid eeutence about £ra- 
hamaspatic, a little darling coming into 
the room, thrust her band into Mr. 
Gludatone'a coat-pocket, bringing out 
two pieces of ginger^bread, three pieces 
of barley-sugar and a little doll. ' These 
are for Dotty,' said he. 'IN'ow,' she said, 
'let's sing Onward, Cliatiau Sogers'; 
and her step became music. I availed 
myself," aaid the doctor, "of this epi- 
sode to retire also." 

The book is full of witty and humor- 
ous allusions to what occurred in his 
numerous interviews with distinguished 
persons, and of many beautiful and aah- 
fime thoughts. The reverend gentleman 
has a high appreciation of liumor, and 
Bays that life without humor is a moat 
gloomy and dispiriting experhnent. He 
speaks of Gladatona being so singularly 
deficient in it " that he is masBive, sin- 
cere and majestic, and if he bad humor 
he would be too good to live. Eagles 
don't laugh." Dr. Parker, it would 
seem, is of a different temperament, for 
lie says " that laughter ia one of Hea- 
ven's own children." In the conclusion 
ol this work ia the eolemn obaervation, 
" What we want is the living God, with 
the all-day breeze of His iiuickening 
Spirit." The book is an interesting ad- 
dition to the library, with its remark- 
able title of " What Might Blave Been."

TEE OUTFITTING TRADE, 

The bueinesa men of \'ic-toria are dis- 
playing a very keen appreciation of the 
necessity for a strong efibrt to secure 
tlieir Bbare ol next year's ontfitticg 
trade; but in view of what is being 
actively and paasivelydone against tbem 
tlie most the\' can do will not be too 
much. Aa an illustration of the paBsive 
opposition we may cite the Consular 
Journal of London and the Eeview 
lieviewa, both of whioh refer to Seattle 
as the starting point for the .Yukon. lu 
an active way, the circalation by tlie 
Great Xoi-lhern of 100,000 foldera in the 
interest of .Seattle and of the Xortliern 
I'aciSo of an equal number in the inter- 
est ot Tacoma may be referred to, What 
the Canadian Pacillc is doing in this line 
we are not informed, W'e do kQow,how- 
«ver, that the ])aMj)blet circulated by 
that company and others last fall has 
bronght hundreds of letters of inquiry to 
tlie city, It may be assnmed that the 
r.iiUvay coiiipany will do all in its power 
to bring tiie miners to the cities ot the 
province, for that means an enormous 
expansion of freight aa well as of passen 
g'ir business. 

The places where advertising ou^ht to 
be done are not only the I'.astern ProV' 
inces, Great Britain, the Middle West, 
liaater and Southern States, for the rail- 
way company is interested in seeing 
travel come here from the Pacific States, 
that is from the point of view of its 
freight department. There need not be 
the least reason for any jealousy between 
"Victoria and Vancouver on this subject. 
If the facta of the case are rightlyunder 
stood abroad the number of people, who 
%\ ill piircliase euiipliea in these cities 
will 1)6 enough for both. No good reason 
can be given why the two places should 
not act in harmony in this matter, the 
railway company co-operating impar 
tially|\vith both . It is not a matter of aell 
ing a few dollars wortli of goods to a few 
hundred people, but of eelling hundreds 
of dollars worth to thousande. 



THE ORIGIN OF RELIGION. 

Many persons will remember the story 
ot the Irishman who came upon a stone 
beside the highway on which was en 
g'-a^-ed, " Miles from Brighton -10," and 
soliloquized thua : " Poor Miles, and he 
was from BriKbton and only forty 
years old ; but what had he done to be 
buried here?" It wae probably this 
ancient tale which suggested to a very 
clever writer, in one of the Reviews EO'iie 
fifteen years or more apo, " Gladstone, a 
San Myth " as the title of an article. 
Ttie article was supposed to have been 
written in the thirtieth century. Some 
f.agmentary references to Gladstone had 
been preserved, and one of the moot 
questions of the day was as to 
whether he was a man, a demi-god or a 
creation of poetic fancy. In the course 
of his wanderings through one of tiie 
central counties of England the writer 
c'.aiuied to have found a stone on which 
were the cliaractera "90 M," the 9 being 
made something like an italic "^^J' A 
foot note to the article said that the 
Btone was one of the regular milestoneB 
on a well-known hiebway. Eeadingthe 
inscription as though it were g o m, the 
writer interpreted it Grand Old Man, 
and on no other basis than this con- 
structed a most amusing and apparoirtly 
plausible theory that Gladstone never 
ll7ed, but was simply a am mylh. The 
Article had a doable purpose, one to 
afford amuBementand the other and prin- 
oipei,to satirize the tendency of the day 
to explain away everything in religion 
or rnytholoity by aupposing^ their; orlRih 



to be sun myths. More recently the 
sun myth has dropped out of sight, and 
now the various phenomena of nature 
are accepted by very Buperior people aa 
the true explanation ot the hopes, fears, 
beliefs and superstitions of humanity. 
This is more attractive, but it ia not 
different in principle from the medie- 
val notion which explained everything 
obscure by assigning it to the devil. 

Some very distinguished names have 
been and are associated with this new 
theory, which some people accept with 
as much conlidence aa they do the mul- 
tiplication table. One might suppoae 
that, as we have living in the world to- 
day every type of humanity from the 
Blackmen of Australia to the new 
woman, it might be possible to discover 
somewhere the evolution of a religion 
from natural phenomena, the inven- 
tion of the idea of a god from the thun- 
der, ss we are told, occurred among ao 
many races in the past, or the deduction 
of the doctrine of immortality from the 
fact that, as IngorsoU so eloquently says, 
" Love kisses the lips of Death." But 
no one pretends to have discovered any- 
thing of the sort. The theology, so to 
apeak, of our Coast Indians is not be- 
ina developed to a higher type, but is 
in point of faut apparently more myateri- 
oua than ever. If the savage tribes ol 
the world ar& advancing in their 
conceptions of a deity, there is 
certainly no evidence of it. In 
other words, there is no such 
process ot evolution now going on aa 
must bo postulated in order to account 
for the derivation of theology and myth- 
ology from natural phenomena. It is 
well to keep this in mind, because there 
is a growing tendency to believe that all 
that ia or has been called sacred can be 
explained away by reference to the sun, 
the thunder, winds, rain, clouds, and so 
on, Nothing of the sort has been done. 
The theoriata who oiler such an explana- 
tion take for granted things more im- 
probable than the ideas which they seek 
to overthrow. The suggestion of a thing, 
that ia intrinsically improbable, is 
not strengthened by supposing it to have 
occurred very many years ago, and yet 
time was the eesential prerequisite to 
the advocates of the sun myths as it is 
to-day to the advocates of the natural 
phenomena theory. 

"What, then, is the origin of religion? 
No one need be afraid frankly to ac- 
knowledge that he does not know and 
cannot offer a tenable explanation. The 
fact that no one can account for placer 
gold will not keep a single individual 
from going to the Klondyke. The spir- 
itual discernment of humanity is just as 
clear to-day as it ever was, and if, on the 
study ol ourselves and our environment, 
we find it impossible to escape from the 
conclusion that there ia a Divine Euler 
of the Universe and that it ia the duty 
of man to love his neighbor as himself, 
we have just aa solid a basis for our re- 
ligion aa though an unseen voice spoke 
to us out of the thunders of Sinai. His- 
tory, tradition, sacred books, preaching 
and teaching may help the mind to con- 
clusions, and the churches, by present- 
ing creeds for acceptance, do materially 
asaist those who have neither ability nor 
opportunity to investigate and reason 
for themselves; but let us not forget 
that the fouatain of everlasting truth is 
as open to-day as it was in the days of 
Simeon, " the just and devout," or of 
Enoch, who " walked with God." 

It may be fairly claimed that 
the origin of religion is wittiin ua. 
Human nature is conscious of something 
beyond what can be discovered by the 
five aensea. There are forces at work 
more stupendous even than those which 
keep the planets in their orbits. Thoae 
can be measured ; but the power that 
enables a man to lay down liis life for 
his friend is immeasurable. We can tell 
to a fraction what power it would take 
to raise the wliole earth; but we have 
no means of testing the potency of an 
agency that can elevate humanity to a 
level above brutality and selfishness. 
Every Immaii l)eing who has passed in- 
f.iucy knows soiucthing of this power. 
Idow it can Ije best developed, how the 
results of its operation can be made 
moat effectual, are matters of detail with 
wliicli tlie churches, with their creeds 
and services, have to do. But religion 
itself has its origin la that innate power 
within us that works for the betterment 
of humanity, and without which man- 
kind, with its selfish instincts, would 
otherwise have long ago perished from 
the earth. What have been the influ- 
ences which have contributed to the 
development of the great systems of 
religion must be left for future inquiry ; 
but it may be said, in conclusion, that 
there is a vast difference between reli- 
gion and a religion. 

A SILLY notion is prevalent in some 
quarters tliat the oath of allegiance to 
the United States ia in some, special 
manner directed against Great Britain. 
The Times of tbis city seema to possess 
that idea. The oath of allegiance as 
prescribed by the statutes of the United 
States to be taken by aliens on naturali- 
zation is substantially the same as that 
taken by aliens who become naturalized 
in British countries. It requires the 
perscn to swear allegiance to his adopted 
country and to renounce allegiance to 
lilH former country. If ho is a British 
subject ha renounces his allegiance to 
Great Britain, if a Frenchman to France, 
and so on, The phraseology of the oath 
is that the party renouncea all allegiance 
to other countrieB or sovereigns, and es- 
pecially to the. particular sovereign or 
country to which he previously owed 



allegiance. A person may become a citi- 
zen of the United States after a residence 
in that country continuously for five 
years. He cannot do so any sooner un- 
der any circumstances; but if he de- 
clares his intention to become a citizen, 
which ho may do tlie day he lands in 
the country, lie becomes entitled to re- 
ceive patents of land from the govern- 
ment, but to no rights of citizenship. 
In some states such a declaration gives 
him some other privileges, but he 
remains an alien unless after five 
years residence in the country he form- 
ally applies in open court to bo natural- 
ized and proves the fact of his continu- 
ous residence by* two witnesses, or un- 
less he happens to reside in a territory 
which is created a state. Probably one- 
fourth of the Canadians in the state of 
Washington became American citizens 
in the last mentioned manner.

The copper properties discovered by 
Jones and Kincaid on Sidney harbor, 
Clayo(|UOt, were on Friday bonded to the 
Dominion Development Co., at Vancou- 
ver, for $50,000. The amount paid down 
is believed to be in ttie neighborhood of 
$3,000, the company having a year in 
which to develop the property before 
making the last payment. 

The hearing of evidence in Richards 
v. B. C. G. K. D. ifc I. Co. was continued 
yesterday, and further adjournment 
taken till Monday. Mr. Belyea on be- 
half of the defendants made a motion for 
non-Buit before the evidence for the de- 
fence began, bis crouud being priucipiil- 
ly that the agreement under dispute did 
not bear the seal of the company, and 
that even if the agreement was binding 
its conditions were not complied with, 
as the property was not to the satisfac- 
tion of the coiiipany. The non-euit was 
refused. 

Joi; LrsTEit, who has been on trial be- 
fore the police magistrate for the past 
week on a charge of robbing an Indian, 
was found guilty yesterday and sen- 
tenced to six months in jail, besidija pay- 
ing a fine of $50 or going to jail for an 
additional three months. Ttiere were 
several other cases dealt with, including 
a drunk or two. Lucy, the klooch who 
was arrested on Friday on a charge of 
stealing a watch, was found innocent of 
that crime, but she had to pay a $5 fine 
for getting drunk. Peter Boy rantributed 
.■f25 for getting whisky, and Leonard 
Masters, gathered in for suppllying Peter, 
will have to explain to the court tomor- 
row. 

Dr. George H. Duncan, secretary of 
the provincial board of health, has just 
returned from a three months' official 
trip to the Mainland. He visited East 
and West Kootenay, with the exception 
of the Okanagan and Boundary Creek, 
and went aa far north as Barkerville. 
Speaking genei-ally he aays that lie 
found the health of the people in the 
settlements and towns good. While in 
the rapid way that a niitiing camp builds 
up, peo|ile aioapt, in tlio excitement of 
Bearcliii;g for mineral, to neglect sani- 
tary precautions, still he found that 
when anythini; was called to their atten- 
tion they were ([uite willing to carry o>it 
his suggestions. Dr. Duncan will make 
a report to the board soon, giving the 
result of his observations during his 
trip. 

William Aua.m Goiuion, who was sunt 
down from Hazleton liy Indian Agent 
Loring on suspicion of having been con- 
nected with the death of his mining 
partner, Isaac Jones, is being held in 
ciistodv now on a charge of stealing his 
partner's property, there being not yet 
enough evidence on which to lay a 
charge of murder. Gordon was brought 
Ijefore Maeistrate Macrae in the provin- 
cial police court yesterday forenoon, 
Superintendent IIusEey laying a charge 
against .dm of stealing i^lOO, a gold-filled 
watch valed at $30, a shotgun, cutaway 
coat, two pairs of grey blankets, a pair of 
button boots, a black rubber coat, an 
overcoat and a bay horse, all of which 
were the property of Isaac Jonea. Su- 
perintendent HuBsey explained that 
• Gordon had himself admitted that the 
money and property had belonged to hia 
partner, and referred to thb contradict- 
ory stories told by the accused aa to his 
partner's disappearance. On these 
grounds he asked for a remand for three 
days. This the court granted and fixed 
Tuesday afternoon at half-past two for 
the hearing. In the meantime Gordon 
is anxious to secure Mr. Gordon Hunter 
as his countel. Mr. Hunter is at pres- 
eent out of town, but the inagistrato 
promised to see that the accused had 
full opportunity to see him before any- 
thing is done.

Particulars of the Destructioii 
the Lumber Vessel Which Sail- 
ed From Hastiuffs.

Six of the Crew of Fifteen 
Were Saved From the 
Sea. 



Particulars were received yesterday 

by the Northern Pacific liner Victoria 
concerning the already reported wreck 
of the Norwegian bark Alette last month, 
in which ten of the crew lost their lives. 
Special interest in the disaster will be 
taken in British Columbia from the fact 
that the vessel sailed from Vancouver 
on July 3 with over a million feet of 
lumber shipped by the Hastings mill, 
and the crew were all shipped from the 
Terminal City. The Alette went ashore 
at Awagori, Japan, during the tremend- 
ous gale that awept the islands 
on September S and 9. Of the crew of 
the vessel ten out of sixteen met with a 
watery grave. Word of the catastrophe 
was received at Yokohama on the llth, 
and a special steamer was at once aent 
to the reacue by the Norwegian consul. 
Arriving at the scene of the wreck It 
was found that Captain P. Lorenteen, 
G. Tellefsen, second mate; P. Johan- 
neeen, steward; A. Burg, aailmaker; 
and P. Hermanos and C. Lin- 
strom, aeamen, liad succeeded in 
etting ashore, all the rest of the crew 
having perished. The Japanese news- 
papers do not give the names of the lost. 
In the tremendous gale it appears all the 
sails were carried away with the excep- 
tion of the lower foretopsail, when the 
vessel struck the rocks at about 5:80 
a.m. on the morning of September 0. 
The ship began to break up at once and 
all on board were speedily swept from 
the deck. Exactly now they got ashore 
no one seems to know. When they were 
carried off by the seas they were all 
ully dressed, and when they came 
ashore all were attired in nothing but a 
collection of the moat s )rry rags. All 
were badly battered about, and one man, 
a sailor named Linatroni, received a ter- 
rible gash ou the liack of his head. 

The people in the viciiity of the wreck 
treated the survivors very kindly, rig- 
ging them out in clothing and looking 
after their wants. The doctors of the 
rescue party at once attended to the in- 
jured men, and tlien the unfortunate 
sailors were carried aboard the steamer 
and taken to Yokohama, where they ar- 
rived on the 13 th. As far as 
can be learned the bodies of 
four of the drowned were washed 
ashore, one being recognized as that of 
the first mate, whose name, however, 
was not given. The members of the 
crew who ahipped at Vancouver were C. 
Svenaon, H. Oleson, S. Oleson, Victor 
Carlson and L. Lindatrom. The only 
one of these names among the survivors 
that of Lindatrom. Subscriptions 
wore taken up on behalf of theaurvivors, 
and they have by this time no doubt 
been shipped home.

H.M.S. " Pheasant" Returns— Tlie 
" Barbara Boscowltz " Again 
Beady for Bnsiuess. 



The pioneer Northern Pacific steam- 
ahip Victoria, Captain Jolin Panton, 
S.N.B., arrived from Obiaa and Japan 
last evening aEtei going through tlie 
neceaeary quaiantine forinalitiea at 
William Head. A little cold weather, 
Beasonable in tlio northern latitudes 
travelled, waa the only unpleaannt feat- 
ure of the voyage. The Victoria left 
Kobe on the same day ae the Pelican, a 
vessel coming to Paget Sound to load a 
return cargo of lumber for Tientsin, and 
five days out from Yokohama, 
aftt-r epeudirig two daya in 
that port, she waa in company 
vfith the veseel again. Further 
on on this voyaRe, on September, 28 the 
steamship President, of San Francisco, 
VFag spoken in latitude 49, 55 N., longi- 
tude 152, 42 W. On October 1 a third 
vesael waa eiehted, wliicb proved to be 
the home-coming sealer Ariltas, which 
waa identified among two other schoou- 
era. Thev were loegeJ as being in lat- 
itude 49, 22 N. and longitude 131, 20 \V. 
Tlie Victoria brounht- as saloon paasen- 
gorg Mrs. A. K, Burns, the wife of tlio 
Bursoou of tlie ship; Mrs. Leigh Hunt, 
of Korea, who rocs to Seattle ; Mrs, J", li. 
Kogera, of Pliilailelplila, who haa been 
touring in .Japan and China; R. G. 
D.ividson, a .Montreal business man who 
has been visiting Japan; R.Noel, a New 
Yorker; II. Lee and Y. Yey.oye, two 
Japanese atudenta who purpose complet- 
ing their education in Costa llica ; 
A. J. Correa, an agent of the 
aliip; Dr. Charles O'Gorman and 
Mr. A. B. Townsend. The Victoria's 
Ghineae pasaeagera included 130 new ar- 
rivala, of whoDi21 debarked here in ad- 
dition to 37 Japs. Of a full general 
cargo the ship landed 1.50 tons here. The 
The Victoria reports tliat the third en- 
gineer of the Penang on-ned steamer 
Cheng HyeTong, and ten Japanese and 
Malay members of the crew, have arriv- 
ed at Ningpo. The steamer, which was 
on a voyage from Moji to Hongkong with 
coal, was caught in a typhoon, and foun- 
dered on the lOtli iuBl. Captain f^aotl, 
who was in command, committed suicide 
by shooting. Four European officere 
and engineers and the other members of 
tiie mixed crew— makintr a total of 
twenty-one — were drowned. The sur- 
vivors had been drifting around for four 
and a half days in an open boat, without 
food or water, when they were picked up 
by a Chinese Junk and rescued. The 
boat waa to wed into Ningpo, 

UK.^DV FOR SERVICK.

CEMETERY PICNICKING. 



now tiio RugHlnnx Cclnbratu tlio Festival 
of Kail.mitsu. 

In St. Thomas' week, which follows 
u?xt after Easter week, the Kussiaua 
celebrate a curious festival kntAvn by 
the uamo of Kudonitsa, of whicli tho 
chief rito consists iu picnicking on the 
tombs of their dead relatives. The Bul- 
garians are said to have tlie same cus- 
tom. 

Ou the day of this feast the main 
r.^ad8 of Vasily island, in St. Peters- 
burg, are filled with people of the mid- 
dle and lower classes crowding iu trtmi 
Siars, in cabs iind afoot toward tho Sino- 
/ynsk cemetery. Tho crowd consists 
chiefly of womnu and children. Tho 
only reason for this is that the men are 
for the most ptut too busy to join tliem. 
In part of tho province of Kiev, how- 
ever, the festival is kuo^vn as the "wives' 
festival, and the women celebrate it 
alone, as the Uomau matrons did Ma- 
troiialia. Almost everybody has his bur- 
den to carry — bags, btiskets, bottles, 
bundles, crosses, teapots, wreatlis ;md 
here and there a branch of budded wil- 
low saved from Palm .Sunday. In the 
graveyard every pathway between tho 
straight silver birches is filled with its 
cheerful throng. 

A Russiiui tomb of any pretensions is 
surrounded by a fence. Within the 
fence, beside the grave mound and cross, 
are always a bench and a table. At Ra- 
donitsa these inolosuros are filled with 
happy family parties. A cloth is spread 
upon the table, and ou tho clotli a f?.'ast 
of Kaster eggs, sausage, ham aud pie, 
to be wa.slied down with teti, beer and 
vodka. Tho viands consumed, tho chil- 
dren get down aud make sand pies, 
wliilo tho old folk sit aud discuss their 
usual topics — rubles, copecks and tho 
conduct of their neighbors. 

fiofore the party goes home the tomb 
or else tho table is sprinkled with 
bread crumbs and scraps of the Easter 
eggs. In some places it is customary 
also to pour libations of tho vodka aud 
beer upon tho tomb. These remnants 
aud libations were originally destined 
for tho deloctiitiou of tho shades, and 
iu Baltic liussia, while they spread 
thoir offerings on tlio grave, they say, 
"Blessed parents, como and partake of 
our bread twul salt," but many of those 
whoob-servo tho custom beliovo that tho 
scraps aro intended only for tho bird.s, 
and some of the more practical substi- 
tute a handful of grain. 

In its fullest form, preserved in frag- 
ments in the jn'ovinces, the celebration 
consists of two well defiued parts, the 
mournful imd tho merry. In Little Eus- 
sia tho rito begins with tho weeping and 
ii rhythmical chant 141 honor of the dead. 
After tliis Easter eggs are trundled over 
tho tombs from sloping boards. In Bal- 
tic Hussia, where this sport is also prtic- 
ticcd, tho eggs are afterward given to 
the poor. Kext fallows the meal, and 
last of all iu the order of the ancient 
celebratiou como dancing and music. 
For this purpose iu many places the 
nionrner.'; roiiair to some ueighboriug 
tavern, but iu tho good old days the 
graveytird was attended by professional 
clowns, who took the lead in merry- 
making.

The mention of a mother-in-law aud 
her characteristic perversity in prefer- 
ring to come when not invited might 
tempt one to believo thi! iiuatrain lin- 
nioiims, but it may have served iis u 
hymn iu pagan days, inasmuch !;s beer 
is, in fact, brewed and dmnk ceremo- 
nially in honor of tho dead at tho three 
festivals named. 
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Over 30 years ago I commenced in 
the lawn mower business. We made 
150 mowers per year for the whole 
Dnited Stute.s. The cheapest niowiT 
was ^ilif). We employed about 1~ men. 
Our tools and machinery were very 
crude; hence all tho work was hard and 
laboriou.s. But genius came to our aid; 
new inventions iu lawn mowers; new 
tools iiud machinery to make them were 
hrcjiight (lilt, and as tliest; things develnji- 
ed V. I'.ier avenues of trade were oiiened. 
The result is that tho lawn mower busi- 
ness now furnishes employment directly 
to over L!,0(IO people and indirectly to 
over 1(1,1)00. Not only has it benelited 
labor in tins direct way, but the cos^ of 
prodiictioii has I'eeil reducerl to such an 
extent that any workingmaii can now 
allord to have a lawn and a lawn mow- 
er, lhavc yet to meet tho first working- 
man who will say to me that machineiy 
in this lino has caused him any uneasi- 
ness or ill feeling, but I have seen tho 
smilo ou many a hardworking man's 
faco as ho has laid tisido the old soy tlie 
and grass hook for a good lawn mowi r, 
aud, as an Irishman said to mo on ono 
occasion when his employer had Ixnight 
him a new lawn mower, "Begorr;i, wo 
liave ymi to thank fur the aisy times 
we're havin this hut weather." — Ilaril- 
\.are. 

Dcatli of the Snow I,eopnrd. 
Tho great lion liouse at tho zoo is in 
mourning. Tho ounce, or snow leopard, 
is dead, ami the Zoological society has 
lost one of its rarest and most valuable 
animals. Tho beautiful creature which 
has just died had boeu at the zoo for 
fiomo years aud had thrived better thau 
most snow leopards do once thoy leave 
their native jungle behind. Not iufrc!- 
queutly they die ou tho journey to cold- 
er countries, but tho lato lamented 
snow leopard uot only survived his 
travels, bnt made himself extremely 
comfortable in his den, giving up none 
of liis littlo habits, such ils, for iu- 
Ktanee, sleeping in tho daytiino and 
prancing about ut nights.

f^OW WILLIAMS CAUGHT FORTY PO- 
LICEMEN NAPPING. 



no Was .Soreeant Tlien nnd Wlsliod to 
Stop the Practice of Going OIT X'oit 
Before the Belief Arrived— He Bid It 
Neatly. 

The new policeman was complaining^ 

loudly bocauso he had been llnod five 
days' pay for being off hia post whou 
tlie grizijled veteiau iu the cornrr of 
thu sectiou room, whose coat slcove 
Bhowed 25 years of service, called out: 

"Shut up, young uul It won't Imrt 
you to start tho business with thi)t flno 
against yon. When you've been a po- 
liceman as many years as I have, you'll 
Icaru not to whino when you're called 
down town. ' ' 

"But that complaint on the record 
counts agaiust a man on promotion," 
said the new policeman, "What show 
has !k man got who gets down town be- 
fore he's been iu the department three 
mouths?" 

"Oh, that's tho trouble, is it?" 
chuckled the vetorau. "WoU, it's a 
good thing for you that you was born 
when you was instead of 30 years ear- 
lier. You might have served under 
Komo of tl.'o iieclurs that are dr.awing 
pension now. Fivo days' pay! Why, I 
remember tho time when a whole pla- 
toou was fined 80 days' pay. Forty 
men, sir, and all on the same charge. 
Now don't look that way, because it's 
gosjiel truth, aud if you'll stopwhiuing 
a minute I'll tell you about it. 

"Fifteen years ago cops did tlio earao 
trick thoy do today. Thi^y took off post 
chances, saloon chances aud every other 
kind of chances, but thoy wore slicker 
than you fellows that camo iu with re- 
form, and it Avtisn't easy to catch them. 
I was a Teuderloiu cop then, aud all 
the men iu the house thought they were 
pretty fly. Most Of ns had done at least 
ten years, and we didn't think it was 
iu the range of possibility for us to get 
caught napping. Wo wore, thougli, but 
it wa.s ouly by the meanest trick ever 
done to a lot of tired policemen. Aleck 
Williams did it, aud wo were the most 
surprised lot of men that ever wore biae 
and brass.

"I don't know what ever put it into 
Williams' liead to play the boys such a 
trick. As lie was a good polioeuiiiu tho 
men all admired him aud worked f;\ith- 
fully for him when he was in charge of 
tho Tenderloin. Maybo it was because 
the boj»s had been coming iu too soou 
after tho relief went out that ho mado 
up his mind to teach them a lesson. 
There certainly were abuses, because I 
know cops who used to quit their beats 
a good half hour before their time and 
lay up around tho station lionse, ready 
to divo iji aud get to bed thomiuuta tlio 
squad turned out. 

"Well, this night I speak of W'illiam.s 
had the squad line up as usual at five 
miuutes to miduiglit. The regular roll 
M'aa read and the alarms given out, aud 
then tho roundsman gavo the 'Carry 
batons!' and tho line got ready to unuch 
out on duty, but suddenly Williams 
called out to the roundsman, 'Take the 
whole platoon up stairs and keep them 
quiet there until I send for them. ' Tho 
men v.'crt! ama/.ed at thu order, but there 
was nothing to do but obey. Then Wil- 
liaiiiH leaued back iu liis chair and 
clmckled and waited. At one minute 
after Vi tho first man came iu. 

• ' ' Hello I' exclaimed Williams. 'Who 
relievi'd you?' 

" '>My regular relief. Smith,' s:;ya 
tho coji. 

"During tho next fivo miuutes soveu 
policemen came in. Williams threw the 
same question at each, and each gave 
t\w name of his regular relief, the cap- 
tain laughing up his sleeve all tho timo 
and thinking of tho whole relief pla- 
toon sitting up stairs at that very min- 
ute and not having once been out of 
the station house. 

"It was when tho men on the far oil 
heats came iu that Williams got nieau- 
csf. Ho niadi^ tliem give iiarticulars. 
.SiiniM of them told the very wor;]:s llio 
relief men had used to them. Otiiors 
told how tlie reliefs hud come to the 
heat and ou what corners thoy had met 
them, and all tho time tho sergeaut 
was taking down what each man .said. 
Finally, wheu all -10 of tho mou had 
come in, and against eaoh one the cap- 
tain had the deadliest kind of evidence, 
ho got ns lined up in front of him aud 
then marched tho whole relief right 
(last us and sent them out ou post. 

"Talk about being hit with a brick! 
yay, bungsttirters couldn't have had 
half tho effect that iitilo parade liad. 
When Williams called 'Break!' tho 
men rushed into the section room as if 
tliey were in trances. Then they went 
to bed without a word. Tho next day 
tho whole platoon was down ou charges 
at police headqttarterB.

WOMAN'S ENPRAiNCIilSEMENT.

For many years I have been assured 
in my own mind that God's teaching ia, 
that man and woman are equal in his 
sight. " Let us make man in onr im- 
age" were his own words, and it is al- 
ways conceded that, scripturally speak- 
ing, the word "man" includes all the 
human race. Adam was cast into a deep 
sleep, and from a rib of his side God cre- 
ated her, Adam exclaiming, "This is 
now bone of my bone and flesh of my 
flesh;" not from his feet or hands, but 
from his side, with equal attributes and 
an instrnment equally with him of much 
good or much evil, the man was influ- 
enced by the woman in the liret in- 
stance, pitiable to say it was for 
evil, but so it was, she had 
that influence with her husband. The 
great fear some alleged against equal 
suffrage is, women are so easily inllu- 
enced. The firat inatance just recorded 
ia on theopposite aide and, aa iron sharp- 
eneth iron, " so a man sharpeneth the 
countenance of his friend," and more so 
his wife, so the influence will be on both 
sides. In former days men only received 
any mental cultivation consequently wo- 
men were looked upon as being incapa- 
ble of taking part in any but the mere 
household affairs. A Jewish woinan 
converted to Christianity and accustom- 
ed to the vailed synagogue, was admon- 
ished by St. Paul not to chatter in the 
church, her new position was so strange 
to her, and that it she had anything to 
ask she was to do so at home to her hus- 
band. 

In latter days, especially the last few 
years, from many causes, women have 
taken their place, God would have tlicm 
as factors in the great strutigle for exist- 
ence, evincing ecjimlly with men, an 
eorneat desire to promote as in them 
lies, the private and public wellbeing, 
not only of their immediate suriound- 
ings, but those of the human family as 
well, and aa under most constitutional 
governments every man, be he ever so 
unworthy, has a voice and a vote in the 
election of the lawmakers of the land. 
Th.ere cannot and there is not any valid 
reason why women, who have at least 
aa much, if not more vital interests at 
stake, should not alao have an ei| iial part 
to exerciso, as to who ahcniUl or shoulil 
not make laws uniler which they are to 
live and have tli-:;ir wellbeing. 

This feeling of right ia tlie I'oundatiou 
of the many brandies of the Woman's 
SiillVage Society ; we may not get our 
desire for many years, until we educate 
the massoB on this subject, but we will 
eventually. The largest wings cannot 
lift a bird one inch upward unless they 
are uaed ; teach us to use onr power. 
When we consider the great drink prob- 
lem, which we are obliged to understand, 
which, if not chocked, men and women's 
intellectual power will fail ; when wo 
also think of those having thig veritable 
disease legialating for ua, how can they 
act aa frionda of temperance etc.? We 
believe women can do more than men 
in the cause, had they the privilege to 
vote for parliament, and this should be 
pressed homo to the conscience of every 
man and woman. A great deal has been 
urged against our claims— that we de- 
sire to bo politicians, and thus ne- 
glect our families, and that an 
indescribable something would dis- 
appear If we gave our votes. These 
objections are advanced for opposing 
woman's snfrrage, how many men, 
merely record their votes, take no fur- 
ther interest in their votes, and as at 
the munieipal-iSleclions it does not make 
a woman "manish," at least I liopo it 
baa not had that eflect on myself, and I 
can speak aa I feel, I have no' other 
object in view but to have a voice in the 
return of men who will be pure and of 
good report and zealous in the temper- 
ance cause.

Something like this existed in a part 
of Canada where I lived some years pre- 
vious to arriving in British Columbia. 
There was no public house within many 
miles, and tho' my daughter used to 
ride or drive to the post office and back, 
ten or twelve miles, I felt not the least 
anxiety, no one would interfere with 
her, there was no danger, no drunken 
man to be met with, tearing along the 
road Ito her peril ; our houses left open 
night and day, could such things be were 
a saloon near? No! But it is to attain 
such ends we want women to have a 
vote. Not for any absurd membership, 
but merely that right thinking poli- 
ticians should have tho support of the 
other half of the population the women 
voters who accept the very refuse would 
back them up in every effort for the 
public weal. Members will tell you 
that they would heartily support such 
and such a measure, but the mass of 
their supporters are of such a class that 
they would probably lose their seats 
were they to attempt it. 

Women would vote for temperance, 
for Sabbath observance, for social purity 
and BO on, all of which have amongst 
the lower strata of men a vast number 
either wholly against or generally an- 
taeonistic to further restrictions. 

I will not any longer occupy your 
time, but merely observe that I for one 
nak nothing more than a vote for parlia 
ment, and the gentlemen can monopolize 
representation, offices and everything 
else pertaining to public life in the par 
liament of our country.
